Sir.—May 1 be allowed Fpace in 
your valuable columna to correct some 
of the statements made in nn article 
which you reproduced on De omber 

29, from Shipping and Haginecring 
with reference to the stoatner “I{ wah, 
p'og” and emigration to South Am. 
erica? The wording of the comment 
indicates clearly enough that the 
writer was ignorant of the true facts 
of the matter: and when he proceeds 
to make a series of guesses and base 
crit ciams thereon he is guilty not only 
of & mislea ‘ing inaccuracy but of ili- 
considered and damaging strictures 
which might seriously affect the re- 
patation of the owzers of the ' Hwah- 
ping,” the Chungwha Navigation 
Company, in which I am intercated, 

He says that in the early part of 

December }ast, when the “Hwahping” 
was ready to proceed to South, 
Aterica on her se¢und trip under the 
Chinese flag, the Company recvived a 
communication from the Secretary for 
Chinese Affairs in Hongkong, forbidd- 
ing the ship to carry third class 
passengers, apparently for the reason 
that the description of those third 
class passengers w3 ‘business men’ 
Was a misnomer, und that they were 
actually ‘workmen,’ which we take 
to mean coolies.” I note his 
“apparently” : but when he proceeds 
to accuse the Company of disregard- 
ing the state of affairs in South 
Ametica, of being callous to the wel- 
fare of their nationals there, and 
unscrupulously subordinating every 
consideration tn money muking, bis 
paper does the Company a grave 
injustice. 
The Chungwha Navigation Com- 
pany is quite aware of cconomic con- 
ditions in South America. Exactly 
what those conditions are is not re- 
Jevant : they do not concern the Cum- 
pany any more than they do any of 
ths big steamship companies trading 
with that part of the New World, for 
the reason that neither of the two trips 
which our steamer the “Hwahping” 
has so far made has she carried any 
emigrants to South America, We do 
not intend to so use her.

“ ONE MAN'S WORD AGAINST

Following tho daring eecape: from 
the detention cell in the Contral Police 
Station on Christmas night. of David 
Tavy, a Strait sborn Chinese detained 
pending extradition to Singapore for 
alleged embezzlement of $10,000 from 
a British firm there, Tsang Chiu, a.
